There was this year a widespread view 
that as the Nationalist yovernment in China appeared now to be well on the way 
io consolidating its position, it was esirable that China should be retained’ on the 
Council both as a gesture of sympathy and encouragement, and with a view to facili- 
(ating the prospect of co-operation between China and. the League. But under the 
Rules for Election which were approved in 1926, it was necessary that China, before 
presenting herself for re-election, should obtain a two-thirds m jority of the Assembly 
in favour of re-eligibility.

"Ing 27 votes against 34 required, and the result showed that the sentiment in favour 
cf rotation among non-permanent Members of the Council, which had operated against 
the re-election of Belgium last year, was stronger than the desire that for special 
reasons China should remain on the Council, At the eventual election the three 
vacancies which arose this year were filled by Spain, who received 46 votes, Persia 40) 
votes, and Venezuela 35. votes.. Spain was later under a special procedure declared

The Governments are now engaged in furnishing this material, and the general 
desire of the first Committee was to approve the procedure which had been followed, 
and to expedite the development of it so that the Dostlereene might take place without 
fail before the end of 1929.

view of India and other similarly situated countries. Firstly, countries which have 
hitherto been essentially a source of raw materials must not be hindered in their 
legitimate desire for in ustrial development.

India 
claimed as legitimate the right to adjust her iff system so as to maintain the balance 
between agriculture and industry. Secondly, the formulation of commercial policy 
must. take equal account of industrial and of agricultural or raw material producing 
interests, It was well known that since 1914 the price of manufactured goods has 
risen by a greater margin than that of agricultural: products and: raw materials. This 
was not only inequitable to the producer of raw materials, but had also reduced the 
market for the manufactured article. The interests of the two classes were therefore 
fundamentally similar and’ the essential problem was to reduce the margin of prices. 
This could only be done if as much attention was given to agricultural problems and 
interests as to those of industry. A solution along two lines was indicated :— 


(a) The study of agi icultural problems must be developed. While this was mainly 
a.domestic, problem, w in.

would also be of advantage to India. He said that the question of rural hygiene which 
the League was beginning to study had recently been a subject of consideration by the 
Royal Commission on Agriculture in India, which had indicated the serious consequences 
of neglect, and he observed that the study of this subject by the interchange method 
would produce results of value to India. Finally, he submitted a proposal, which was 
accepted, that the resolution’ of the Assembly on the work of the Health Committee 
should contain a clause congratulating the Organisation on the increasing success of 
its far-sighted policy of practical collaboration with the extra-European countries. We 
believe that this compliment has been well earned and we hope that other Organisations 
of the League will be inspired to qualify themselves for a similar compliment in the 
near future. 


ORGANISATION FoR COMMUNICATIONS AND TRANSIT. 


87. This Organisation has a considerable mass of technical work in hand, but 
much of it.is of no direct importance to India, and there are no developments of special 
significance to record. It will suffice to illustrate the main features ee the following 
summary of some brief remarks made by Mr. Yusuf Ali, He said that although India 
had few important communications of an international character by land she recogni 
the advantage of securing a uniform system of road signals. India has, on the other 
hand, international maritime communications of great importance, and the principle 
of unifying systems of buoyage and of the lighting of coasts, on which the League was 
working, presented primdé facie many advantages. Before, however, practical agree- 
ment could be achieved the Transit Organisation would have to find a solution satis- 
factory to two of the most important maritime nations of the world, namely, Great 
Britain and the United States of America, and until this was done his Government 
hesitated to regard the scheme as a practical proposition. It was understood that the 
scheme was in the course of undergoing considerable modification. Mr. Yusuf Ali 
further stated that the proposals for the simplification of the Christian Calendar were 
not of primary importance to India in view of the multiplicity of calendars connected 
with other religions which prevailed. The Government of India had consulted com- 
mercial opinion on the subject and had found it either hostile or indifferent. He finally 
entered a caveat with regard to the new credits demanded for the collection and 
exchange of information on transit questions which he said would have to be examined 
carefully by the Fourth Committee, hive 


RELATIONS BETWEEN THE LEAGUE AND INSTITUTES UNDER ITs AUTHORITY, 


38, This question arose out of an offer made in 1927 by the Italian Governmen

39. Our immediate predecessors described how the proposal of the Finnish Dele- 
gation, that the League should take up generally the question of alcoholism with special 
reference to the international control of smuggling, and should create a special Advisory 
Body for the purpose, met with considerable opposition in 1927, was withdrawn, and 
was replaced by a similar nay ie in a new form to be considered this year. Before 
this proposal came before the Second Committee this year the chief ber ne Fin- 
land and France, had come together and drawn up a compromise to: the effect that the 
Health Organisation should collect statistical information bearing upon the abuse of 
alcohol i gaa pas Keo of aleohol.of bad quality, and that the HKceonomic Committee 
should study the terms in which conventions for preventive action against the contra- 
band trade might be drawn up. The text of the resolution concl with: the remark 
that it did not refer to wine, beer or cider. It will be noted that this compromise 
greatly restricts the scope of the enquiry and utilises only existing machinery. It 
naturally met with a lukewarm reception in the Second Committee but as no one felt 
inclined to awaken a troublesome controversy by pressing objections. it was accepted. 
There was no necessity for us to intervene in the debate. We need not comment on 
the solution adopted except to say that for the sake of papain | the appearance of 
satisfaction to contending parties it imposed upon two League Organisations, whose 
programmes are already sufficiently arduous, enquiries which are never likely to lead to 
practical results. 


COMMITTEE 111—Reduction of Armaments. — 


Work or tHe PREPARATORY CoMMISSION FOR THE DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. 


40. The Assembly was faced with the fact that during the past year the League 
had not made any direct progress with this all-important question. The Preparatory 
Commission had met twice, and after its second session in March had adjourned, leaving 
its President free to fix the date of the next session.. The debate in the Third Committee 
turned largely on the question of fixing dates for the next meeting of the Preparatory 
Commission and for the meeting of the Disarmament Conference itself. The French 
Meologation desired a recommendation which would hasten the solution of the difficulties 
which hinder the progress of the work and which are the subject of negotiations 
between a Governments principally concerned, so that the Commission might meet 
at the end of the present year or at the beginning of next year. The German Dele- 
gation, mecvemnised the importance and desirability of direct negotiations between the 
vernments, but considered that if such negotiations were not attended by earl 
stiecess the Disarmament Conference should itself decide those which were left unsettled, 
and they wished the Council to be requested to fix a date for the m of the Dis- 
armament Conference in 1929.

The capital cost of first 
scheme was estimated to be about 2,000,000 francs capital and about 100,000 frances 
nett recurring. The second scheme would have cost much less, as the — local 
authorities are prepared to put up and run a medium wave station as a commercial 
enterprise, and the cost to the League would arise almost entirely out of the addition 
to the medium wave station of a short wave station, which was represented as being 
desirable, if not necessary, fer communication with the more distant countries, 
There was. some doubt, however, as to the accuracy of the estimates and as to the 
necessity and utility of the proposed short wave station. Further, a legal difficulty 
arose on account of the peculiar neutral status of Switzerland as to the control of 
the station when taken over by the League for use in time of emergency. 


55. We had been instructed to oppose any scheme which would throw consider- 
able additional charges upon the League Budget in normal times, and we had been 
informed that there. was not at present in India any station with which it would 
be possible to a for reciprocation with the proposed station at Geneva. 

Lytton made a speech when the matter came before the Third Committee in which 
he first of all protested against the view which had been expressed that the question 
of principle had already been decided when the Assembly _ resolved last year. to 
authorise the preparation of the scheme.

had Seeided that a Conference for the Codification of International Law should be 
convened at The Hague in 1929. The estimates accordingly included provision for 
this Conference amounting to 337,000 francs, of which it was reckoned that 128,500 
francs was required for holding the Conference at The Lew ire rather than at Geneva, 
owing to the cost of transporting and lodging the Secretariat Staff. The questions 
before the Vourth Committee were whether it was really necessary and desirable to, 
hold the Conference in 1929, and whether it was desirable that the League should 
incur the extra expense of holding it at The ars at There was no substantial 
practical reason, so far as the League was concerned, for holding it at The Hague, 
and it was generally believed that the preliminary work would not be finished in time 
for the Conference to take place before the late autumn of 1929—if then. It would, 
in our view, have been reasonable to decide forthwith to hold the Conference in the 
early part of 1930 and at Geneva. This view did not, however, prevail, and a very 
long and at times somewhat embarrassing discussion followed. both in the full Com- 
mittee and in a Sub-Committee, of which Mr. Yusuf Ali was a member. Eventually 
it was agreed that the credit should be suppressed, and that the Codification Conference 
should not be held in 1929 unless the Disarmament Conference failed to take place in 
that year, in which case 208,500 francs of the credit voted for the Disarmament: Con- 
ference might be used for the Codification Conference. The Dutch Government under- 
took responsibility for the additional 128,500 francs which the Conference would cost 
if held at The Hague. This decision was due to the fact that it was scarcel i 
cable for the Disarmament Conference and the Codification Conference to be h 
simultaneously next autumn, and it is expressly stated in the report of the Fourth | 
Committee that the reasons for the decision were purely administrative. This was 
the only pr, 3 of any magnitude achieved in the course of the Budget debates, and 
its history will sufficiently illustrate the extent to which the Fourth Committee was , 
animated by the motive of economy which only served to obtain a concession from the 
Dutch Government. : , 


(2) International Labour Organisation. 


64. The Director of the International Labour Office normally expects the’ Fourth 
Committee to accept the Budget of the International Labour Organisation without 
reduction, as passed by the Governing Body of the Organisation. The Budget was 
eventually passed unaltered, but after a very Jong and at times heated debate, in which 
the unusual course of taking a division was adopted: on several points. 


65. The nature of the relations between the International Labour Organisation 
and the League are lacking in recision, The Organisation was created by Part XTTT 
of the Treaty of Versailles. e whole machinery which constitutes the Organisation, 
is described in the Treaty as “associated with that of the League of Nations.” The 
Office itself is described as “part of the organisation of the League.” The principal 
links hetween the Organisation and the League are that membership of the League

67. In the dehate on the detailed estimates discussion took place prineipally on 
two subjects :— - 


(a) The General and Maritime Conference in 1929.—It was argued by Mr. Yusuf 
Ali on our behalf, together with other delegates, that, if it was necessary to hold (wo 
Conferences in 1929, which was open to doubt, they might be held consecutivel with 
the object of saving 27,000 francs in the Seiert of the Organisation and a considerable 
sum in national budgets for the expenses of the delegates of the more distant countries. 
In spite, however, of all objections, the Director declared himself unable to make any 
concession and the estimate was passed by the Committee after a vote. The Committee, 
however, passed a resolution expressing the hope that if, in future, it was decided to 
hold two Fe ool Conferences in the same year the dates would. be chosen so that the 
Conferences would take place consecutively for reasons of economy. 


(b) The creation of new posts——The Budget contained provision for the creation 
of 17 new posts at_a cost of 219,900 francs, At the time when the Budget of the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation was before the Governing Body the representative of 
India, Sir Atul Chatterjee, moved a resolution to the effect that, in view of the extra- 
ordinary expenditure to be incurred in 1929 on account of the Special Maritime 
Conference, the creation of new posts should be petgensd, as far as possible, and that 
there should be a reduction of 150,000 francs under the heading of the creation of new 

sts. This resolution had heen defeated in the Governing Body by 15 votes to 7, 
Put it had the effect of leaving our representative on the Fourth Committee entirely 
free from any commitment. A special objection to these new posts was that it was 
generally known that at least one of them, and that the chief one, was intended rather 
to satisfy the claims of one of the Great Powers, which considered itself insufficiently 
represented in the International Labour Office, than to meet the actual requirements 
of the work in hand. When the credit came before the Fourth Committee Mr. Yusuf 
Ali made a declaration to the effect that the Indian Delegation, having carefully. 
considered the tenour and nature of the preceding discussion on the two Conferences, 
was of opinion that a similar discussion on the much more important question of the 
new posts would serve no useful purpose, and that he simply wished to make a state- 
ment as follows, He recalled the resolution mentioned above which had been sub- 
mitted by Sir Atul Chatterjee to the Governing Body, and he stated that this resolution 
had been moved with the deliberate intention that’ the Indian: Delegation at the 
Assembly might be entirely free in the matter. This fact relieved the Indian Deldga- 
tion of any charge of inconsistency if it. now voted against these credits and 
demonstrated that it was the view of India, on the Governing Body as well as in the 
Assembly, that the authority of the Assembly was not only theoretical but real. He 
stated that the Indian Delegation was not satisfied, and did not think that it was 
possible to maintain, that the ‘creation of all the new posts was necessitated purely by 
the exigencies of the work in hand, which, in their view, was the sole reason to justify 
the provision of funds, and that he opposed the credit and would vote against if it 
was put to the vote. He further reserved the liberty of the Delegation to raise the 
question later in the Assembly. and to adopt any attitude that might be considered 
necessary, 

68. The Director was unwilling to offer any compromise, and at the en } 
debate certain proposals were put’ to the vote, A yoopanal to suppress the shoe ann 
for 219,900 francs for new posts was defeated by 24 votes to 4. Mr. Yusuf Ali’s 
pro to reduce the credit. by 150,000 francs was defeated by 21 votes to 8. A 
proposal to mppeein the credit for the creation of a new post of Chief of Division was 
defeated by 16 votes to 10.

70. The result of the proceedings on the Budget was that*the Fourth Committee 
approved an addition of 562,736 francs to the original estimates and a deduction of 
405,700 francs from them. The net addition is thus 157,036 francs, making a total 
Budget approved for 1929, 27,026,280 francs, an increase of 1,692,463 francs. as 
compared with the estimates approved for the current year. India’s net contribution. 
will be increased by about £5,180.

AwenpMENTS TO THE FrvancraAL REGULATIONS. 


(a) Procedure. 


71. Asa result of experience in 1927, the Supervisory Commission had been 
asked to investigate the procedure in connection with su lementary estimates and in 
dealing with divergences which might arise between the Fourth Committee and other 
Committees of the Assembly in regard to budgetary credits. They had produced 
proposals designed in the first place to obviate the undue haste with which the Fourth 
Committee had on occasions been required to decide upon supplementary estimates, 
and to settle the difficulties which arose when the views of the Fourth Committee 
differed from those of another Conmittee as a result of inconsistent views being expressed 
by members of the same delegation acting in the Fourth Committee and in one of the 
other Committees. The amendments to the Financial Regulations were approved by 
the Fourth Committee, with minor drafting corrections. These will provide satis- 
factorily for the difficulties which have been experienced in the past and will improve 
the regularity and deliberation of the proceedings of the Committee. Whether they 
will directly strengthen the capacity of the Fourth Committee for securing economy 
is open to bt. 


(b) Appointment of Supervisory Commission. 


72, The Supervisory Commission consists of five members, of whom at least one 
has to be a financial expert, and it'has to include persons who belong to countries not 
represented on the Council. The Financial Regulations further provide that the 
term of office of each member is three years. Hitherto appointments have been made 
hy the Council. A proposal was submitted by the Norwegian delegate that the members 
should, in future, be appointed by the Assembly. It is desirable to record the way in 
which this proposal arose. 


73. In March last the Council had approved expenditure on the enlargement of 
the present Council Hall without reference to the Supervisory Commission and subject 
only to report to the Assembly, although no rovision existed for such expenditure in 
the Budget for 1928. This action was consi ered by the Fourth Committee to conflict 
with the very pees principle that the Assembly is the sole authority in matters 
of expenditure. e Supervisory Commission recorded the unanimous opinion that 
the position of the Assembly as the only authority competent to take decisions in 
matters of expenditure must be upheld. This opinion was confirmed by the Fourth 
Committee and by the Assembly. ‘ 


_ 74, The incident called attention to the anomalous fact that while the Assembly 
is supreme in matters of expenditure the Supervisory Commission is appointed by the 
Council. The Norwegian delegate’s pro that the appointments *should, in future, 
be made by the Assembly was roved by the Fourth Committee after a vote and 
later by the Assembly. ~ decision will not effect before the Ist January next 
as the Assembly was not able at short notice to deal with the situation which will arise 
from the expiry at the end of this year of a) term of office of Lord Meston..

76. It had been hoped at the time of the Highth Assembly that final decisions’ 
would be taken during the following. year and that the Ninth Assembly would. only 
have to give those decisions their formal confirmation. But this expectation has not 
been realised, A plan for the Assembly Hall and the Secretariat buildings had. been

After negotiation with the Swiss 
authorities and with the authorities of Geneva, the Special Committee on. the building 
scheme secured for the League the right to make use for the League buildings of a 
public park known as the Ariana Park, situated above the lakeside property, in consi- 
deration of which the latter will be handed over to the public of Geneva. The new 
scheme is understood to give complete satisfaction to all parties as far as the site is 
concerned. But the plans, and especially the procedure connected with the competi- 
tion of architects, were severely criticised by the delegate from Norway, who based 
his arguments on the protests lodged hy Architects’ Associations in various coutitries 
of Europe. ‘The change of site makes a considerable modification in the _ plans

The first examination in India of Indian gentlemen for entry to the King’s com- 
missioned ranks of the Executive and Engineer Branches of the Royal Indian Marine 
will be held in Delhi on the 25th June 1929 and succeeding days. 

2. The following information is published in advance of the full regulations 
regarding entry to the Royal Indian Marine in order to give prospective candidates as 
long a notice as possible of the first examination, The examination will last for about 
ten days and the papers will be sent to England for correction by the Civil Service 
Commissioners. The results cannot be expected before about the Ist September. . 

3. Successful candidates for the Executive Branch will be required to spend nine 
months on the Indian Mercantile Marine Training Ship. ‘‘ Dufferin”. in Bombay 
in order to give them some experience of sea life before proceeding to England. | During 
the period they are undergoing training on the “ Dufferin ” their parents or guardians 
will be required to pay Rs. 50 per mensem for each boy which includes board, lodging, 
tuition, medical attendance and games, and in addition a sum of Rs, 10 per mensem 
on account of pocket money and laundry and use of text books and stationery. They 
will then be required to proceed to England for about two years—the first half of 
which will be spent on His Majesty’s ship “ Erebus”, The term on the “ Erebus” 
begins in September, and those candidates who are accepted for the Royal Tndian 
Marine at the June 1929 examination will join the “ Erebus” in September 1930, _

11. Successful candidates will be eligible according to the means of their parents 
for financial assistance from Government during their courses of training in England. 
Details of this assistance ‘and of the courses of training themselves together with 
details of the syllabus for the examination will be published as soon as possible in 
the form of Provisional Regulations for entry into the Royal Indian Marine. Mean- 
while, candidates ean obtain details of the syllabus of the various subjects of the 
examination (which is the same as the Army Batésnca Examination) from the publi- 
cation entitled ‘“‘ Provisional Repent respecting admission of Indian gentlemen to 
the Royal Military, Academy, Woolwich, the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, and 
the Royal Air Force Cadet College, Cranwell”, copies of which have been placed on 
sale with the Manager, Government of India, Central Publication Branch, 8, Hastings 
Street, Caleutta,—price 4 annas per copy. : 

12. Candidates should apply by letter to the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Marine Tapereeent, for the necessary printed form of application to sit for the exami- 
nation, e closing date for applications will be the Ist May 1929; no application 
received after that date will be considered. 

13. Candidates travelling ‘to Delhi for the examination must do so at their own 
expense and make their own aranenents for accommodation in Delhi. Parents and 
guardians must ensure that candidates are provided with sufficient funds to meet the
